FCA has ex¬ 
isted in the local school system for 
decades but has not been active in 
the past few years. 

Principal Kevin Stockman rec¬ 
ommended reinstating FCA as 
opposed to other possible orga¬ 
nizations since it is a recognized, 
nondenominational program which 
offers the opportunity for scholar¬ 
ships for its members. 

The budget report showed a bal¬ 
ance of $1,516.59 for the remain¬ 
der of the school year.

The goal is to present the handbook 
to the board of education in May. 

Upcoming events include elec¬ 
tions for teacher representatives 
organized by Kati Griffin and ori¬ 
entation for next year’s seventh and 
ninth graders May 2. Seventh grade 
orientation will take place from 6 
to 7 p.m. Freshman orientation is 
scheduled from 6:30 to 7:30 p.m.

Paving Projects Awarded 


More than $27 million in asphalt 
rehabilitation projects have been 
awarded by the Kentucky Trans¬ 
portation Cabinet as the spring 
construction season gets underway. 

The first asphalt projects of 
the season are distributed over 45 
counties. 

A 1.2-mile section of U.S. 
62 (Arcadia Avenue) from the 
Caldwell County line to Holmes 
Street in Dawson Springs and a 
1.57-mile section of Ky. 1178 in 
Madisonville are included in the 
projects. Road Builders LLC was 
awarded the contract for $405,222. 
The expected completion date is 
Nov. 15. 

“Maintaining our roadways is 


one of the most important respon¬ 
sibilities of the transportation cabi¬ 
net,” KYTC Secretary Mike Han¬ 
cock said. “Well-maintained roads 
are safer for motorists. They’re 
also important for economic devel¬ 
opment and community growth.” 

The awarded projects span 
the commonwealth, from Ballard 
County in the west to Boyd coun¬ 
ty in the east. They range in cost 
from $1.9 million for improvement 
of Dixie Highway (U.S. 31W) in 
Hardin County to $41,000 for im¬ 
provement of Bloomfield Road 
(Ky. 55) in Spencer County. 

In all, nearly 60 asphalt rehab 
contracts were awarded in April 
with more to be awarded this year.

TRAVELING FROM LOS ANGELES TO NIAGARA FALLS 


Bicyclists From Down Under Visited Dawson Springs

Just one week after learning that 
Dawson Springs will be designated 
Kentucky’s first Trail Town, the city 
played host to its first bicyclists. 
Mayor Jenny Sewell said to her 
knowledge, the three guests from 
Down Under are the first bikers 
visiting our community since she 
received word of the designation. 

On April 17, three cyclists from 
western Australia passed through 
town and made contact with sev¬ 
eral local residents. The three — 
Joseph, an engineer; Joseph’s wife 
Linda, a nurse; and their friend 
Geoff, who works for the Ameri¬ 
can company Fluor — attended 
Wednesday night services at the 
First Baptist Church. While rid¬ 
ing through the United States, they 
have made a practice of attend¬ 
ing church in the cities they pass 
through when services are being 


held. 

The group met Jon and Lori 
Blalock at church and ended up 
spending the night in the Blalock’s 
RV. They were introduced to 
Sewell and other Dawson Springs 
residents during breakfast at Ms. 
Becky’s Place the following morn¬ 
ing. 

“They were just delightful peo¬ 
ple,” Sewell said, adding that they 
said they have been well received 
everywhere they have stopped 
since arriving in this country. 

Joseph and Geoff landed in Los 
Angeles March 1 with their bi¬ 
cycles packed in boxes. They as¬ 
sembled the bikes in the airport and 
have not been in a vehicle since. 
The men rode from Los Angeles 
to New Orleans where they met 
Linda and continued their journey 
up the Natchez Trace. 

In Tennessee, they picked up 
the Underground Railroad Bicycle 


Route which suggests going 
from Dover through the lakes. 
However, since they had al¬ 
ready seen similar terrain, they 
wanted to travel through small¬ 
er towns. They decided to use 
the Midland Kentucky Bicycle 
Route which circles Dawson 
Springs. 

Sewell said the visitors 
shared some interesting facts 
during their conversation. In 
Australia, gasoline is currently 
$8 per gallon, and a pack of 
cigarettes costs $25. 

After leaving Dawson 
Springs, the group headed north 
with Niagara Falls as their des¬ 
tination. If all goes as planned, 
they will fly out of Washington, 
D.C. May 28, heading home 
to Australia where Joseph and 
Linda live in B unbury and 
Geoff is from Boyanup, a small 
community nearby.

KSP 4 Take Back’ Initiative 
Scheduled For Saturday 


The Kentucky State Po¬ 
lice will partner with the 
Drug Enforcement Admin¬ 
istration Saturday in a col¬ 
laborative effort to remove 
potentially dangerous con¬ 
trolled substances from 
home medicine cabinets. 

This is the sixth national 
DEA “Take Back” initiative 
the agency has participated 
in. Since the program’s in¬ 
ception in September 2010, 
the KSP has collected more 
than 2,700 pounds of pre¬ 
scription drugs. Collection 
activities will take place Sat¬ 
urday from 10 a.m. through 
2 p.m. at Post 2. 

KSP Commissioner Rod¬ 
ney Brewer encouraged 
citizens to take advantage of 
this opportunity to rid their 
homes of expired or unwant¬ 
ed prescription medications. 

“Prescription Drug abuse 
is the nation’s fastest-grow¬ 
ing drug problem, and Ken¬ 
tucky has been identified as 
a hot spot for this type of 
activity,” said Brewer. “The 
unique aspect of this ini¬ 
tiative is that it is free and 
anonymous. No requests for 


identification will be made to 
anyone bringing medications 
in to KSP posts.” 

The program is designed 
to be easy to use, and the 
KSP offer the following tips 
for those interested in par¬ 
ticipating: 

•Participants may dispose 
of medication in its original 
container or by removing the 
medication from its contain¬ 
er and disposing of it directly 
into the disposal box. 

•All solid dosage pharma¬ 
ceutical product and liquids 
in consumer containers may 
be accepted. Liquid prod¬ 
ucts, such as cough syrup, 
should remain sealed in their 
original containers. The de¬ 
positor should ensure that 
the cap is tightly sealed to 
prevent leakage. 

•Intravenous solutions, 
injectables and syringes will 
not be accepted due to poten¬ 
tial hazard posed by blood- 
borne pathogens. 

•Illicit substances such as 
marijuana or methamphet- 
amine are not a part of this 
initiative and should not be 
placed in collection containers

5 People Die In 5 Crashes 
On State Roads Last Week 


Five people died in five 
separate crashes on Ken¬ 
tucky roads from April 15 
through April 21. 

One single-fatality mo¬ 
tor vehicle crash occurred in 
each of the following coun¬ 
ties: Bullitt, McCracken and 
Woodford. The Woodford 
County crash involved the 
suspected use of alcohol. 

One motorcycle crash 
occurred in each of the fol¬ 
lowing counties: Logan and 
Pulaski. Neither of the vic¬ 
tims was wearing a helmet. 
The Pulaski County crash 
involved the suspected use 
of alcohol. 

Through April 21, prelim¬ 
inary statistics indicate 157 
people have lost their lives 
on Kentucky roads during 


2013. This is 46 fewer than 
reported for this time period 
in 2012. 

Of the 131 motor vehicle 
fatalities, 64 victims were 
not wearing seat belts, six of 
the 11 motorcycle fatalities 
were not wearing helmets. 
The one ATV fatality was 
not wearing a helmet. One 
bicycle rider has been killed. 
Twelve pedestrians have 
been killed. One fatality in¬ 
volving an animal-drawn 
vehicle has been reported. 
A total of 30 fatalities have 
resulted from crashes involv¬ 
ing the suspected use of al¬ 
cohol. 

As of April 21, Kentucky 
has had 28 days with zero 
highway fatalities reported 
during 2013.

In Nortonville Guitar Theft

Governor Proclaims April 
As 6 Safe Digging Month’ 


April has been designat¬ 
ed “Safe Digging Month” 
in Kentucky by Gov. Steve 
Beshear. 

“Kentucky has worked 
hard to improve awareness 
of the call-before-you-dig 
requirements in state law,” 
Gov. Beshear said. “But we 
still have far too many inci¬ 
dents of excavators hitting 
buried utility lines.” 

By designating April as 
Safe Digging Month, Beshear 
said he hopes to promote and 
increase the use of the 811 
statewide toll-free telephone 
number to request marking of 
buried utility lines. 

Kentucky Public Service 
Commission Chairman Da¬ 
vid Armstrong said that dig¬ 
ging into buried lines is more 
than just a problem for utility 
companies. 

“We have seen how such 
incidents can cause substantial 
damage to property and, in the 
case of electric and gas lines, 
severe injury or death,” Arm¬ 
strong said. “Damaged lines 
also threaten public health 
and safety by interrupting vi¬ 
tal services such as electricity, 
water or telephone.” 

Despite efforts to promote 
the use of the 811 service, 
dig-ins continue to disrupt 
utility service, Armstrong 
said. For example, in Feb¬ 
ruary a cut telephone cable 
interrupted service to nearly 
1,000 Campbell County cus¬ 
tomers, he said. 

“Losing your telephone 
landline can compromise ac¬ 
cess to enhanced 911 emer¬ 
gency service,” Armstrong 
said. “That is much more 
than just an inconvenience if 
someone needs medical, fire 
or police assistance.” 

In the proclamation, 
Beshear noted that April 
marks the sixth anniversary 


of the Federal Communica¬ 
tion Commission’s designa¬ 
tion of 811 as the nationwide 
call-before-you-dig number. 
Excavation activities that 
can damage buried lines in¬ 
crease in the spring, he noted 
in the proclamation. 

The 811 number was ad¬ 
opted as an easy-to-remem- 
ber number to call to have 
utilities located prior to ex¬ 
cavation. It replaced toll-free 
numbers that were unique to 
each state. 

In 2008, Kentucky en¬ 
acted a statute that expanded 
enforcement of laws requir¬ 
ing underground utility lines 
to be located and marked 
prior to most excavation or 
demolition activity. 

Tim Vaughn, regulatory af¬ 
fairs director of Kentucky 811, 
the state’s call-before-you-dig 
center, said that protecting bur¬ 
ied utility lines requires con¬ 
stantly reinforcing the message 
to call before you dig. 

Kentucky 811 is a volun¬ 
tary organization with more 
than 340 members, includ¬ 
ing most of Kentucky’s larg¬ 
est utility service providers. 
A call to Kentucky 811 will 
result in location of under¬ 
ground facilities owned by 
its members. 

Kentucky 811 is available 
24 hours a day, seven days a 
week. 

To obtain locations 
for underground facilities 
owned by utility service pro¬ 
viders that do not belong to 
Kentucky 811, it is neces¬ 
sary to notify the company 
directly. A list of all owners 
of underground utility lines 
may be obtained from the 
county clerk.

Toyota executives and 
state officials announced 
Friday morning that the 
automaker’s flagship North 
American plant in George¬ 
town will begin building 
the Lexus ES 350 luxury 
sedan in 2015. It will be 
the first Lexus model to be 
manufactured in the United 
States. 

The project is expected to 
add 750 jobs, which will in¬ 
clude temporary and contract 
workers. State documents 
suggest 570 of the 750 new 
jobs will be full-time em¬ 
ployees. 

“Lexus was founded 
in the United States, so it 
is only fitting that we are 
bringing the production of 
luxury sedans for our U.S. 
customers back to where the 
brand was born,” said Toy¬ 
ota President Akio Toyoda 
in a statement. “Today’s an¬ 
nouncement is a major step 
in our global vision to make 
even better cars and trucks, 
give regions greater auton¬ 
omy to make the products 
their customers want and 
achieve sustainable growth 
globally.” 

The news was foreshad¬ 
owed Wednesday, when the 
Kentucky Economic Devel¬ 
opment Finance Authority 
gave preliminary approval to 
$146.5 million in tax incen¬ 
tives for the project. 

The company plans to 
produce 50,000 of the ve¬ 
hicles annually beginning 
in fall 2015. That produc¬ 
tion rate would be a small 
addition for the factory, 
which produced 462,080 
vehicles in 2012. The major¬ 
ity of those were the Camry 
(300,186 produced). Oth¬ 
ers were the Camry Hybrid 
(59,646), Venza (59,806), 


Avalon (40,337) and Avalon 
Hybrid (2,105). 

Toyota sold 56,158 Lex¬ 
us ES sedans in the United 
States in 2012. That made 
it the second-most popular 
Lexus model behind the RX 
sport-utility vehicle, which 
sold 95,381. The RX is the 
only Lexus vehicle manu¬ 
factured outside Japan; it 
is assembled in Japan and 
Canada. 

Pricing for the ES starts at 
$36,370. It has both regular 
and hybrid versions. 

The Lexus ES 350 sedan 
will be manufactured on a 
new dedicated assembly line 
to be built at the sprawling 
Georgetown plant, which 
has two lines for its current 
product lineup. 

The vehicle’s production 
will add to already impres¬ 
sive numbers at the George¬ 
town plant. With the latest 
generation of the Camry 
selling well, the plant is on 
track for 2013 potentially 
to be one of its largest years 
ever. 

The new project is ex¬ 
pected to cost $531.2 mil¬ 
lion, with $326 million of 
that focused on equipment. 
The remainder would be for 
building expansions and im¬ 
provements, as well as tool¬ 
ing. No new land is being 
acquired as part of the proj¬ 
ect, according to state docu¬ 
ments. 

The new employees 
would bring Toyota’s 
full-time employment in 
Georgetown to 6,739, ac¬ 
cording to state records. 
Their average hourly com¬ 
pensation will be $26. 
That’s significantly below 
the average compensation 
of $44.12 paid to existing 
employees, many of whom 
have been with the plant 
since its opening in the 
1980s.

Kentucky Needs 
Health Reform 


Many of us cannot be¬ 
lieve what could possibly go 
so wrong in two young men’s 
lives to make them resort to 
the kind of violence which 
leaves four people dead and 
more than 170 injured. 

But that’s just exactly 
where we stand after wit¬ 
nessing the horrible explo¬ 
sions at the Boston Mara¬ 
thon, followed by the murder 
of a MIT police officer and 
then the violence in the 
streets of Watertown, Mass. 

How can a 26-year-old 
and a 19-year-old become so 
angry, enraged, bitter, furious, 
hateful, turbulent, outraged, 
irritated, riled, maddened, or 
whatever word you want to 
use, at anyone, anything or 
any country? How can they 
be so out of sorts to be willing 
to kill and maim completely 
innocent people, includ¬ 
ing an 8-year-old boy who 
only wanted to give peace a 
chance according to a poster 
he drew one year ago. 

The tragic events of last 
week will be replayed over and 
over with people much smarter 
trying to understand just exact¬ 
ly what happened in the minds 
of these two young adults. 

The parents of the two 
brothers are in complete dis¬ 
belief of the facts. The father 
even says his sons could 
have been set up. 

I’m sorry about your 
sons, Mr. Tsarnaev, but what 
I’m sorry about is that they 
decided to build bombs and 
place them where many peo¬ 
ple would have their lives de¬ 
stroyed. I’m sorry about the 
pointless deaths. I’m sorry 
innocent people had to suf¬ 
fer and have had their lives 
changed forever. I’m sorry 
your sons didn’t know about 
love and what it means. 

Now, moving to your dis¬ 
belief about your sons’ ac¬ 
tions. They would not have 
been in a shootout with po¬ 
lice officers on the streets 
near Boston if they were in¬ 
nocent. They would not have 
thrown bombs and grenades 
at the officers nor would they 
go down with guns blazing if 
they were innocent and vic¬ 
tims of some sort of set up. 

The world is full of people 
who are not much different 
from these brothers, and they 
take it out on the rest of us. 

Why can’t we just live 
together and listen to what 
8-year-old Martin Richard 
said on his poster, “No more 
hurting people. Peace.” 

Many of our readers can 
remember listening to the call- 
in shows on the radio which 
aired following University of 
Kentucky basketball games 
in which one of the favorite 
questions was, “Why don’t 
they put Richie in?” 

Of course, at that time 
in the 1990s, the Kentucky 
Wildcat basketball program 
was rebuilding following se¬ 
vere NCAA sanctions. 

And the player who was 
on the minds of many of the 
fans was Clay County’s own 
Richie Farmer. 

Now the question on call- 
in shows could be, “When 
are they going to put Richie 
in - jail?” 

At one time Farmer was 
the darling of the Repub¬ 
lican Party (and this is not 
about Republicans; he could 


have just as easliy been a 
Democrat). In his first state¬ 
wide political race in 2003 
he received more votes than 
anyone on the ballot other 
than Ernie Fletcher. In 2007, 
when running for re-elec¬ 
tion, Farmer received more 
votes than anyone. 

We voters put him in 
statewide office where he 
would receive a salary of 
more than $113,000. Not bad 
for someone with no idea 
about politics other than to 
use his fame from basketball 
to get elected. 

After being defeated in 
2011 on the governor’s ticket 
with David Williams, Farmer 
was sent back home to Clay 
County where he could have 
emerged once again to run 
for a statewide office. 

But not now. At least we 
hope not now. 

A record 42 findings of 
ethics violations have been 
charged against him. A feder¬ 
al grand jury is now looking 
into his actions while he was 
Agriculture Commissioner. 

Some of those violations 
he is accused of include us¬ 
ing state employees to mow 
his lawn, to build a basket¬ 
ball court in his backyard, 
and to take him shopping 
and hunting. He even alleg¬ 
edly used state employees to 
chauffeur his dog. 

Then there are also these 
violations he is accused of 

— taking home guns which 
were purchased to give 
to attendees of a confer¬ 
ence; hiring a girlfriend to a 
$5,000-per-month job; and 
keeping a compact refrigera¬ 
tor at his home that was pur¬ 
chased by the taxpayers of 
Kentucky (you and me).

Several years ago I found 
myself at a cheese-making 
operation in Wisconsin. 

While I had not traveled 
to the Badger State explicitly 
to observe Asiago delica¬ 
cies being turned from fusty, 
amorphous gook into firm, 
fresh cuisine, the side visit to 
the cheese-producing facility 
somehow ended up being the 
most captivating part of the 
whole trip. 

It was almost as fascinat¬ 
ing as watching how politi¬ 
cal leaders from state to state 
and even different countries 
differ so greatly in political 
courage.

ven moved into 10 Downing 
Street. 

Their nations faced sim¬ 
ilar problems: long lines at 
gasoline pumps, climbing 
interest rates and a chill¬ 
ing cold war. Yet while 
Thatcher used her time as 
an opposition leader dur¬ 
ing the five years before 
she became prime min¬ 
ister in 1979 to hammer 
out practical, free-market 
remedies, all Carter could 
do was plan failed hostage-

Eighteen years after 
Thatcher came to power, 
however, Britain had be¬ 
come the second-strongest 
economy in the OECD, 
self-employment had dou¬ 
bled, home ownership in¬ 
creased from 53 percent to 
71 percent of the popula¬ 
tion and half of the six mil¬ 
lion Brits on public hous¬ 
ing were able to buy their 
homes.

under the federal health 
reform law, in 2014 Med¬ 
icaid will be transformed 
into a plan open to anyone 
at 133 percent or below 
the federal poverty level, 
which will have a huge 
impact on Kentucky’s un¬ 
insured. 

For a family of three, 
that’s an annual income of 
$25,975 — not much money 
when it comes to paying for 
housing, food, utilities, and 
health care. 

Health care advocates 
believe the Medicaid expan¬ 
sion could cover as many as 
300,000 uninsured people in 
Kentucky. 

Meanwhile, people who 
care about health care for 
themselves and fellow citi¬ 
zens cannot think the fight 
is over. They must fight 
back against opponents, 
chiefly politicians trying to 
use it as a cudgel against 
President Obama with little 
thought for their own con¬ 
stituents who need health 
care. 

Republicans in Congress 
are still fighting to undo the 
law, three years after it was 
passed and a year after it was 
upheld by the U.S. Supreme 
Court. 

Among them are Ken¬ 
tucky’s two senators, Rand 


By implementing more 
reasonable benefit packages 
for state employees, Wiscon¬ 
sin “saved more than $2 bil¬ 
lion between state and local 
governments,” Kleefish said.

Burning Trash Is Illegal 


Spring-cleaning season 
has arrived, and for many 
Kentuckians that means burn¬ 
ing unwanted debris. The 
Kentucky Division for Air 
Quality reminds everyone 
that illegal burning could re¬ 
sult in fines of up to $25,000 
per day per violation. 

Many people may not re¬ 
alize that burning trash is il¬ 
legal in Kentucky. 

“Today’s trash is differ¬ 
ent than the trash our grand¬ 
parents used to bum,” said 
DAQ director John Lyons. 
“Plastics, chemicals and oth¬ 
er synthetic materials are far 
more common in the things 
we throw away. Burning this 
trash releases high levels of 
toxic pollutants such as di¬ 
oxins, sulfur dioxide, lead 
and mercury.” 

State law prohibits the 
burning of many materials 
including plastic, tires, cans, 
coated wire, carpeting and 
food waste. In addition, the 
burning of trailers, build¬ 
ings, and construction and 
demolition debris such as 
shingles, dry wall and insu¬ 
lation is prohibited. Paint¬ 


ed, stained or treated wood 
products like fence posts, 
pallets and furniture are il¬ 
legal to bum because they 
release dangerous toxins into 
the air. Items that cannot be 
recycled should be taken to a 
state-permitted landfill. 

Smoke from open burn¬ 
ing is a health problem that 
affects everyone, but espe¬ 
cially children, the elderly 
and those with existing ail¬ 
ments like asthma. Children 
are particularly sensitive 
to air pollution from open 
burning because their bod¬ 
ies are still developing. Chil¬ 
dren also breathe 50 percent 
more oxygen per pound of 
body weight than adults do, 
so their lungs are exposed to 
more harmful pollutants. 

Open burning isn’t just 
unhealthy, it is also danger¬ 
ous. A small fire can quickly 
spread, especially during 
windy weather, resulting in 
widespread damage. From 
April 5 through April 7, for 
example, the Kentucky Divi¬ 
sion of Forestry reported 110 
separate wildfires burning a 
total of 2,765 acres. 


Some open burning is le¬ 
gal with restrictions. Camp¬ 
fires, fires for cooking and 
fires to dispose of tree limbs 
are permitted in most coun¬ 
ties, except when a county¬ 
wide burn ban has been de¬ 
clared or when prohibited by 
local ordinance. During fire 
hazard season, which runs 
through the end of April, 
it is illegal to burn any¬ 
thing within 150 feet of any 
woodland or brushland area 
between 6 a.m. and 6 p.m. 
Restrictions may also apply 
during summer months for 
certain counties whose cur¬ 
rent pollution levels exceed 
air quality standards. 

Use common sense be¬ 
fore burning anything. Nev¬ 
er burn within 50 feet of any 
structure, near streams or 
sinkholes, near landfills or 
under utility lines.

Retail Gasoline Prices Have Risen 


Average retail gasoline 
prices in Kentucky have ris¬ 
en 3.1 cents per gallon in the 
past week, averaging $3.46 
cents per gallon Sunday, ac¬ 
cording to GasBuddy’s daily 
survey of 2,623 gas outlets 
in Kentucky. This compares 
with the national average 
that has decreased 1.6 cents 
per gallon in the past week to 
$3.50 per gallon. 

Gas prices in Dawson 
Springs as of noon Tuesday 
were $3.44 a gallon. 

Including the change in 
gas prices in Kentucky dur¬ 
ing the past week, prices 
Sunday were 34.9 cents per 


gallon lower than the same 
day one year ago and are 17 
cents per gallon lower than 
a month ago. The national 
average has decreased 14.5 
cents per gallon during the 
past month and stands 34.7 
cents per gallon lower than 
this day one year ago. 

“The slow trend down¬ 
ward in the national average 
has survived another week,” 
said GasBuddy.com Senior 
Petroleum Analyst Patrick 
DeHaan. “While unprece¬ 
dented, the decline in the na¬ 
tional average certainly has 
delighted motorists who are 
used to large spikes in gaso¬ 


line prices that come with 
the territory of springtime. 
With Memorial Day just five 
weeks away, there’s good 
news for motorists: prices 
will likely continue to lag 
behind year ago levels.” 

While gasoline prices 
may be lower than at this 
time last year, a survey con¬ 
ducted by AAA East Central 
indicates half of U.S. adults 
consider gas prices to be too 
high at $3.44 per gallon, and 
nearly two thirds of consum¬ 
ers are offsetting high gas 
prices with driving or life¬ 
style changes.

In a stroke of classic Carpe 
Diem, KHSAA officials managed 
to re-set the semifinal twinbill for 
Saturday evening and moved the 
title game to Sunday. 


Seize the day indeed. UK beat 
Florida Saturday afternoon, the 
high school semifinal games were 
played in the evening, 20,172 fans 
paid to watch and the KHSAA 
folks were onto something. 

On Sunday, Madison Central 
and Louisville Ballard played for 
the championship; 17,351 paid. 
Largest crowd for a title game 
since 2009. KH$AA was definite¬ 
ly onto something. 

Here was a coup so $weet for 
Sweet 16 officials, commish 
Tackett had to be giddy. By mid- 
April the KHSAA Board of 
Control had given the U.S. 
Congress a lesson in moving legis¬ 
lation with dispatch. No more state 
tournament semifinals on Saturday 
morning and no title game in the 
evening. 

Beginning March 2014, the 
boys and girls semifinals will be 
played on Saturday with title 
games next day. So pleased with 
the windfall, Tackett spoke up and 
quickly went from the sublime to 
ridiculous. 

“We examined the format of 
our basketball tournaments from a 
number of different perspectives,” 
he said in a statement, “and in the 


end, felt like it was time to move 
the championship game to Sunday. 
Separating the championship 
game from the semifinals really 
makes an event out of the 
Saturday games for those final 
four teams.” 

Yes it does. So, I wondered 
(tongue-in-cheek), why a parade 
of commissioners and boards of 
control dating to Carr Creek, 
Brewers and the Cuba Cubs, failed 
to recognize this change until a 
schedule conflict in 2013?

Changing Weather Has Drastic Effect On Fishing

Rapidly changing weather can play havoc on early 
spring fishing. 

The possibility of cold fronts, rain and sunny afternoons, 
all in one week, often make it difficult to correctly time a 
fishing trip. But, the one true constant of spring fishing is 
that ponds and small lakes warm up before larger bodies of 
water. 

Chris Hickey, black bass biologist for the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and Wildlife Resources, said the size of 
the pond or lake and the clarity of its water are factors in 
how fast these waterbodies warm up. 

“The smaller they are, the less water there is to warm 
up,” said Hickey. “The more fertile lakes, the ones that we 
refer to as having green water, have a tendency to warm up 
earlier than clear lakes, which have relatively low fertility.” 

A warm rain always seems to turn on spring bass, espe¬ 
cially in small ponds. Runoff washes in food and the plume 
of colored water offers bass some security, so they can 
move up shallow to feed. 

“When it’s still cold, they need the warm water to get 
their motor running, to stimulate those pre-spawn feeding 
binges,” explained Hickey. 



Compared to major reservoirs, ponds and small lakes 
aren’t as dramatically affected by heavy rainfall because 
they don’t have large drainage areas. Hickey said the rela¬ 
tively stable water levels in ponds and small lakes lead to 
more consistent reproduction. “Bass on the nest don’t have 
to deal with fluctuating water levels that may cause them to 
lose their spawn,” he said. 

Generally, male bass move up shallow when water tem¬ 
peratures climb into the 50s. The females follow them when 
water temperatures hit 60 to 62 degrees. The largest female 
bass spawn first. All spawning activity ceases when water 
temperatures rise to about 78 degrees, even if some females 
still have not dropped their eggs. 

Kentucky’s small lakes tend to be overlooked by bass 
anglers in the early spring. 

Hickey said a list of small lakes that offer good bass 
fishing in the spring includes: Lake Beshear, Guist Creek 
Lake, Kincaid Lake, Elmer Davis Lake, Greenbo Lake and 
Lake Malone. 


“Elmer Davis and Kincaid Lake are chock full of quality 
bass in the three-to-four-pound range,” said Hickey. 

There’s a lot to like about small water fishing, too. There 
are plenty of places to fish from the bank. Ponds and small 
lakes are ideal for canoes, kayaks, cartop johnboats and 
even float tubes. 

Dams, especially those covered with rip-rap, tend to hold 
bass in the spring. Rocks warmed by the sun heat up the 
water and bass are looking for suitable spawning substrate. 

Log on to the Kentucky Fish and Wildlife webpage at 
fw.ky.gov and click on Fishing and Boating, then Where to 
Fish to find the closest small lake. 

The license year expired Feb. 28, 2013. You’ll need to 
buy a new fishing license, available in the sporting goods 
section of department stores and tackle shops, to fish now. 
Licenses and permits may also be purchased online from 
the Kentucky Fish and Wildlife homepage at fw.ky.gov or 
by calling 1-877-598-2401. The entire Spring Fishing 
Frenzy series will be posted at this same website for future 
access to these articles.

“There are avail¬ 
able weeks at all three camps. Parents 
should contact their local conservation edu¬ 
cator, call the department at 1-800-858- 
1549 or visit our website at fw.ky.gov for 
more information.” 

Camps include overnight lodging, three 


nutritious meals a day and a variety of fun 
activities such as swimming, fishing, boat¬ 
ing, archery and more for less than $50 a 
day. Locations include Camp John Currie 
on Kentucky Lake, Camp Earl Wallace on 
Lake Cumberland and Camp Robert Webb 
on Grayson Lake. 

The $230 weekly fee also includes 
camper insurance, transportation to camp 
from a drop-off point in a home county and 
a junior sportsman’s license. 

At camp, kids learn to fish, cast a fishing 


rod, paddle a canoe, identify plants and 
wildlife, survive in the wilderness, swim 
and handle firearms safely. A week at con¬ 
servation camp is gift that provides many 
memories and a firm foundation for a life¬ 
time of enjoyment in the outdoors. 

“My older son loved conservation camp 
so much, he attended three times,” Burford 
said. “My younger son will attend conserva¬ 
tion camp for the second time this year.”

Spring Squirrel Season Opens May 18 In State 


Land Between The Lakes (LBL) National Recreation 
Area’s 2013 spring squirrel hunting season will open in

Hunters must have a valid Kentucky or Tennessee state 
hunting license for the state in which they are hunting. 
Hunters age 16 and older must also have an LBL Hunter 
Use Permit. LBL Hunter Use Permits are available at North 
and South Welcome Stations, Golden Pond Visitor Center, 
and wherever Kentucky and Tennessee state hunting licens¬ 
es are sold. 

Hunters must abide by all applicable regulations and stay 
within legal hunting areas. The Tennessee daily bag limit is 
10 with a possession limit of 20, and in Kentucky, the limits 
are 6 and 12, respectively. Hunters are strongly encouraged 
to use a tick repellent containing permethrin during these 
seasons.

Plain Dominant 

Matt Kenseth runs roughshod over field, wins STP 400 in Kansas

Eight races into the Sprint Cup 
season, it can be safely said that 
team owner Joe Gibbs made the 
biggest and best “free agent” ac¬ 
quisition for 2013. 

That would be Matt Kenseth. 

Kenseth left Roush Fenway 
Racing at the end of the 2012 sea¬ 
son after spending virtually his 
entire NASCAR career to that 
point driving for the Ford team. 
There were offseason questions 
about how Kenseth would Fit in at 
Joe Gibbs Racing after being in 
one slot and in one system for so 
many years. 

Those questions have been an¬ 
swered to virtually everyone’s 
satisfaction — and to the irrita¬ 
tion of some. 

Kenseth is flying this season. 
He has two wins — the latest a 
Sunday whipping of the rest of 
the field in the STP 400 at Kansas 
Speedway — and is steadily 
building the foundation of what 
could be a championship season 
in his First year at JGR. 

His Kansas win was the defini¬ 
tion of methodical. He won the 
pole — a rarity for Kenseth, who 
typically is a mediocre qualifier 
— with a record speed of 191- 
plus mph and, on race day, simply 
turned the 400-mile event into his 
personal playground. With supe¬ 
rior support from his JGR pit 
crew, he led the first 74 laps of the 
race, was in front for 36 in the 


middle of the event and then led 
the final 52 laps without a serious 
challenge. He led 61 percent of 
the race — 163 of the 267 laps 
and turned back a modest chal¬ 
lenge from eventual second-place 
finisher Kasey Kahne over the 
closing miles. 

“We started the race, and our 
car was unbelievable fast the first 
120 laps or so,” Kenseth said. 
“We could pretty much run out 
there as far as we wanted to. And 
then I think the big change really 
was people did different pit cy¬ 
cles and got us back a little bit, 
the sun came out, the track rub¬ 
bered up and it really changed our 
race car. 

“Anyway, it turned out just 
right. We had a good restart when 
we needed to and got by five or 
six of them guys, got up to sec¬ 
ond, and then of course Ricky 
(Stenhouse Jr.) pitted, and we 
were leading that last caution 
where we knew everybody 
needed some fuel and tires. It all 
worked out for us. Once our car 
was in front, it was really fast, 
and I knew if you could get me 
out there I was going to be hard 
to beat.” 

And that was a fact. No one had 
the guns to challenge Kenseth 
over the race’s closing stretch. 
Kahne gave it his best, approach¬ 
ing Kenseth’s bumper several 
times, but he couldn't sustain his 
speed to attempt a pass. 

“I could catch him but couldn’t 


really do anything once I got 
close,” Kahne said. “It made my 
car a little bit looser. So I tried a 
few things there, and he kind of 
blocked those spots and went 
those directions and gained the 
speed that I was, and then we 
were even again. It was tough, but 
we still had a great race.” 

Following Kenseth and Kahne 
at the finish were series point 
leader Jimmie Johnson, Martin 
Truex Jr. and Clint Bowyer. 

Johnson took command of the 
early-season point standings with 
another strong run. Heading to 
Richmond, Va., this week, John¬ 
son is 37 points ahead of second- 
place Kahne (who jumped five 
spots in the standings) and 38 in 
front of third-place Brad Ke- 
selowski. Both Kahne and Ke- 
selowski are almost a full race 
behind Johnson in the standings. 

“It’s hard to believe we’ve got 
a huge gap like that in the points 
already,” Johnson said. “Just very 
proud of everybody at Hendrick 
Motorsports. We’ve been off to a 
great year and even had some 
trouble at Bristol and didn’t fin¬ 
ish as well as we did there, and 37 
points up on everybody is pretty 
awesome.”

■ It was a wacky up-and-down week 
for defending Sprint Cup champion Brad 
Keselowski. Last Tuesday, Keselowski 
was a special guest at the White House, as President Obama 
acknowledged the Michigan driver’s 2012 Sprint Cup cham¬ 
pionship and his work with wounded military veterans. A 
day later, NASCAR hammered Keselowski’s Penske Racing 
team with some of the toughest penalties in recent NASCAR 
history. Keselowski and Joey Logano, his Penske teammate, 
lost 25 points, and several Penske team members were sus¬ 
pended. Penske has appealed the penalties with the hear¬ 
ing set for May 1. 

■ Kyle Busch isn’t likely to be staging any parties at Kansas 
Speedway. For reasons that aren’t clear, Busch continues to 
have sour luck at the 1.5-mile track. He entered Sunday’s 
race with zero top-5 finishes in Kansas City, and he left the 
heartland with that unfortunate record intact. He slid early in 
the race to spark the first caution and later lost control again, 
sliding down the track before being slammed by Joey 
Logano in a crash that heavily damaged both cars. Busch 
finished 38th and left the speedway before the race reached 
its halfway point. 

■ NASCAR has announced major changes in Sprint Cup 
qualifying procedures at its two road courses - Watkins Glen 
International in New York and Sonoma Raceway in Califor¬ 
nia. Drivers attempting to qualify for races at those tracks 
will do so in groups, as is already the case at Nationwide 
Series road-course events. Previously, drivers made single-

Transportation Cabinet Lauds 
Customer Service Department 


The Department of Ve¬ 
hicle Regulation is celebrat¬ 
ing a milestone — 1 million 
resolved customer incidents 
from its Customer Service 
Center. 

“It was the vision of 
the Kentucky Transporta¬ 
tion Cabinet more than 
four years ago that result¬ 
ed in the approval to cre¬ 
ate the Customer Service 
Center,” Department of 
Vehicle Regulation Com¬ 
missioner Tom Zawacki 
said. “It’s that vision and 
the work and effort of each 
and every person in our 
department that we’re now 
celebrating. This mile¬ 
stone could not have been 
achieved without everyone 
pulling together.” 

The Customer Service 
Center was established as a 
public service for the more 
than 3.2 million Kentucky 
drivers. The center is en¬ 
tirely customer-focused. Its 
sole mission is to get cus¬ 
tomers the information they 
need, when they need it. It 
serves all public callers, ser¬ 
vice providers, circuit court 
clerks and county clerks 
who need assistance with 
Kentucky’s driving regula¬ 
tions. 

“This milestone for the 
Customer Service Center 
showcases the vision and 
dedication of our staff and 
the desire to put custom¬ 
ers’ needs first,” Kentucky 
Transportation Secretary 
Mike Hancock said. “Con¬ 
gratulations to all who 
made this goal possible. 
It is a wonderful achieve¬ 
ment.” 

The center launched its 
first stage of operations in 
November 2010 and be¬ 
came fully operational in 
August 2011. Staffers an¬ 


swer about 2,000 calls a day 

- more than 40,000 a month 

- on a host of topics regard¬ 
ing driver licensing, motor 
carriers and vehicle licens¬ 


ing. 


Prior to creation of the 
Customer Service Center, 
the Department of Vehicle 
Regulation was saddled with 
an antiquated telephone sys¬ 
tem in which it was com¬ 
mon for calls to be dropped, 
transferred repeatedly or not 
answered at all. 

A departmental evalua¬ 
tion of the communication 
process found an environ¬ 
ment of inconsistency that 
translated to poor customer 
service. Each division in 
the department worked in¬ 
dependently of others, often 
resulting in duplication - or 
breakdown - of processes. 
The first step was to consoli¬ 
date processes and create a 
single point of contact for all 
incoming calls. 

With the goal of re¬ 
solving customers’ needs 
on the first call, Customer 
Service Center employees 
were trained on the various 
components of the three 
divisions within the De¬ 
partment of Vehicle Regu¬ 
lation - Driver Licensing, 
Motor Carriers and Vehicle 
Licensing - and provided 
a list of frequently asked 
questions, with responses, 
which were categorized for 
easy access. 

The knowledge base 
among service center em¬ 
ployees resulted in faster, 
more consistent and repeat- 
able answers from the de¬ 
partment that minimized the 
number of calls that had to 
be transferred. 

When transfer of a call 
is necessary, the customer 
service professional, the 
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first point of contact, knows 
where and to whom the call 
should be directed the first 
time. If calls need to be 
transferred to someone at 
another level of expertise, a 
subject matter expert steps 
in to resolve a customer’s is¬ 
sue. 

Since the inception of 
the center, the Department 
has maintained a staff of 
24 customer service profes¬ 
sionals. In addition, new 
hardware and phones were 
installed that allowed for 
faster response time. Also 
installed was a tracking 
system that maintains and 
retrieves customer data, 
thus shortening response 
cycle time when and if a 
customer calls back. 

The new tracking sys¬ 
tem also shows 96 percent 
of calls are being answered 
compared to 14 percent just 
four years ago. 

The success of the Cus¬ 
tomer Service Center result¬ 
ed in its becoming the fourth 
division of the Department 
of Vehicle Regulation - the 
Division of Customer Ser¬ 
vice was established in Oc¬ 
tober 2012. 


As part of National Infant 
Immunization Week April 
20-27, the Kentucky De¬ 
partment for Public Health 
is reminding parents and 
caregivers of the importance 
of vaccinating infants and 
young children under the age 
of two.

children received the vac¬ 
cines they need to keep them 
healthy,” said Department 
for Public Health Commis¬ 
sioner Dr. Stephanie May- 
field, M.D. “Immunizations 
are a fundamental piece of 
the American public health 
system and absolutely vital to 
ensuring a healthier society. 
National Infant Immuniza¬ 
tion Week gives us an oppor¬ 
tunity to remind the public of 
this and continue to promote 
the importance of vaccines 
- particularly for children un¬ 
der the age of two.” 

National Infant Immuni¬ 
zation Week is an annual ob¬ 


servance, created in 1994, to 
promote the benefits of im¬ 
munizations and to improve 
the health of children two 
years old or younger. Since 
it began, public health offi¬ 
cials across the country have 
worked together to highlight 
the positive impact of vac¬ 
cination on the lives of in¬ 
fants and children and to call 
attention to immunization 
achievements. 

Kentucky, according to 
comparisons of state vacci¬ 
nation rates, is leading the 
way in terms of vaccinating 
its infants and young chil¬ 
dren. 

In the National Immuni¬ 
zation Survey for 2011 (the 
most recent data available), 
Kentucky ranked number two 
in the nation for compliance 
with the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention’s cri¬ 
teria for the routine series of 
childhood immunizations, 
with 77.6 percent of chil¬ 
dren 19-35 months meeting 
guidelines for recommended 
vaccines. Only North Dakota 
exceeded the performance of 
Kentucky. The national re¬ 
sults were 68.5 percent. 

“Our success should be 
celebrated, but our Kentucky 
Immunization Program con¬ 
tinues to strive for a 100 per¬ 
cent vaccination rate among 
our children,” said Dr. Rob¬ 
ert Brawley, communicable 
diseases chief.

In addition, Century notified 
Southwire Rod and Cable 
that it may stop shipping 
molten metal to the plant by 
Aug. 20 if it does not reach 
an agreement with Big Riv¬ 
ers Electric Cooperative on 
power rates. 

Century provided the no¬ 
tices to meet contract obliga¬ 


tions on the potential closing 
of the plant and does not 
represent a final decision on 
the fate of the Hawesville 
smelter. 

In a press release, the 
CEO of Century said his 
company remains committed 
to finding a solution that will 
permit the smelter to remain 
in operation. 

Century and Big Rivers 
Electric have been at odds 
for months over electricity 
rates. Electricity represents 
the plant’s largest expense.

Of those 622, 138 were lo¬ 
cal health departments, 132 
were Federally Qualified 
or Rural Health Centers, 89 
were public clinics and com¬ 
munity clinics and 263 were 
private practices. There 
were 42 new providers in 
2012. As a result of contin¬ 
ued cooperation between 
providers and the VFC pro¬ 
gram, more than 1.1 million 
doses were sent to providers 
in 2012 for administration to 
Kentucky children. 

The Kentucky Immu¬ 
nization Program works to 
provide services aimed at 
preventing and reducing the 
risk and incidence of vac¬ 
cine-preventable diseases 
for all Kentuckians. Addi¬

Age No Barrier to Heart 
Valve Repair 

DEAR DR. DONOHUE: 
I had an echocardiogram. 
The findings are consistent 
with “moderate to severe 
aortic stenosis with trace 
mitral and tricuspid regur¬ 
gitation and mild pulmonic 
insufficiency, with left atrial 
enlargement and left ven¬ 
tricular diastolic dysfunc¬ 
tion. The ejection fraction 
is greater than 65 percent.” 
My doctor referred me to a 
cardiologist, who told me I 
need surgery. I am 86 years 
old and do not feel it would 
be safe. Will you explain in 
plain English what I have, 
and if surgery would length¬ 
en my life span? — M.I. 

ANSWER: Forget about 
the mitral, tricuspid and pul¬ 
monic heart valves. These 
three valves have an insig¬ 
nificant leak. Your aortic 
valve, however, is your main 
problem. The aortic valve 
closes after the heart pumps 
blood out to the rest of the 
body. Your valve is so nar¬ 
row (stenosis) that it cre¬ 
ates an obstacle to emptying 
the heart of blood. That has 
given rise to “diastolic dys¬ 
function.” Your heart can’t 
fill with blood normally, as 
it should between heartbeats 
(diastole). It is less stretch¬ 
able. The aortic valve trou¬ 
ble has caused it to thicken. 

Early on in aortic steno¬ 
sis, all goes well. When the 


valve narrows to a critical 
size, about 1 square cen¬ 
timeter, symptoms arise, 
and heart damage progress¬ 
es more rapidly. The three 
most important symptoms 
and signs of aortic steno¬ 
sis are shortness of breath 
when up and about, chest 
pain with activity and faint¬ 
ing spells. Once these symp¬ 
toms appear, a downhill 
course in heart health is to 
be expected. 

Even though you’re 86, 
age is not a contraindication 
to surgery. If your health is 
otherwise good, you could 
be a candidate for it. Discuss 
with the doctor the surgery 
he has in mind. Ask if you 
might be able to receive a 
new valve inserted into the 
heart through a surface blood 
vessel by way of a catheter. 
No extensive incisions are 
made. It’s a less-traumatic 
procedure. Replacement 
of your heart valve will 
increase your life span and 
will do away with the severe 
symptoms that come from a 
narrowed aortic valve. 

The booklet on heart- 
valve disorders describes 
the more common causes 
of heart-valve problems and 
how they are treated.

DEAR DR. DONOHUE: 
What elevates a person’s 
white blood cell count? 
What can a person do about 
it? Mine has been high for a 
while. - B.L. 

ANSWER: White blood 
cells are the body’s war¬ 
riors. They fight germs and 
perform other tasks to pro¬ 
tect the body from infection. 
The normal white blood cell 
count is 5,000 to 10,000. 

Infections, inflammation, 
trauma, some noninfec- 
tious illnesses, leukemia and 
stress (including emotional 
stress) raise the count. So do 
dehydration and cortisone 
medicines. 

If no illnesses are found, 
it’s not unusual to ignore the 
higher-than-normal count. If 
suspicions of hidden illness 
are high, then further testing 
has to be done — like a bone 
marrow test. A person can do 
nothing on his own to lower 
the count.
